The better Regulation of County Infirmaries in 
Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to extend the Privileges and 
Advantages of County Infirmaries in Ireland: Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
o and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. That from, and after the First Fay of January One thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-seven the Amount of Donation constituting 
a Life Governor and Member of the Corporation of such Infirmary 
10 he reduced to Ten Guineas, and the yearly Payment constituting 
an Annnfi.1 Governor he reduced to One Guinea : Provided always, 
that any Subscriber who shall within Seven Years have contributed 
a Sum amounting to Fifteen Guineas shall he a Life Governor.
